Dear Editor, 

I am about to complete 
my first week of my summer 
mission trip, and I must say, 
words cannot describe how 
much joy and spiritual relief 
I have felt this past week.

The Potential of Hemp 


In the national debate 
surrounding the legalization 
of marijuana production 
and consumption in certain 
states around the country, 
significant misconceptions 
have been communicated 
about industrial hemp and 
the possibilities for federal 
legislation legalizing its pro¬ 
duction. While hemp is of 
the same plant species as 
marijuana, it is genetically 
different and distinguished 
by its use and chemical 
makeup. Hemp plants are 
low in THC, marijuana’s 
primary psychoactive chem¬ 
ical, with levels less than one 
percent compared to an 
average of ten percent for 
marijuana plants. 

Industrial hemp is used 
for a variety of products, 
including fabrics and tex¬ 
tiles, processed spun fibers, 
paper, construction materi¬ 
als, and more. There is no 
commercial industrial hemp 
production in the United 
States, so the U.S. market is 
almost entirely dependent 
on imports. More than thir¬ 
ty nations grow industrial 
hemp as an agricultural 
commodity, but the United 
States is the only industrial¬ 
ized nation that does not 
allow industrial hemp pro¬ 
duction. Current industry 
estimates report that U.S. 
retail sales of all hemp-based 
products may exceed $300 
million per year. 

Kentucky’s first hemp 
crop was grown in 1775, 
and Kentucky went on to 
become the nation’s leading 
hemp-producing state in the 


mid-19th century with a 
peak production of 40,000 
tons in 1850. U.S. hemp 
production declined after 
the Civil War, and almost all 
of the nation’s hemp was 
grown in the Bluegrass 
Region of Kentucky. Federal 
legislation passed in 1938 
outlawed production of 
cannabis, including hemp, 
in the U.S. Several states, 
including Kentucky, have 
legalized the cultivation and 
research of industrial hemp. 
However, a grower still must 
get permission from the 
Drug Enforcement Agency 
in order to grow hemp, or 
face the possibility of federal 
charges or property confis¬ 
cation, even if he or she has 
a state-issued permit. 

There is significant bi¬ 
partisan support to allow for 
hemp production from 
Kentucky’s congressional 
delegation, as U.S. Senators 
Mitch McConnell and 
Rand Paul in addition to 
U.S. Representatives Thom¬ 
as Massie and John Yarmuth 
have either co-sponsored or 
sponsored federal legislation 
that would exclude hemp 
from the restrictions placed 
upon cannabis production. 
Additionally, State Agricul¬ 
ture Commissioner James 
Comer has expressed deep

posed federal legislation that 
would exclude hemp from 
the legal definition of mari¬ 
juana would set a ceiling of 
0.3 percent THC for a can¬ 
nabis variety to be identified 
as hemp. 


While concerns have 
been expressed by law 
enforcement officials regard¬ 
ing the difficulties distin¬ 
guishing between hemp and 
marijuana production, the 
tremendous economic ben¬ 
efits that could stem from 
this change in federal law in 
addition to the changing 
political winds surrounding 
the legality of marijuana 
usage and production sug¬ 
gest that this would be in 
the best interest of Kentuck¬ 
ians. 

Kentucky could return 
to one of the top hemp pro¬ 
ducers in the United States, 
allowing for significant and 
positive economic growth in 
addition to supplying farm¬ 
ers throughout the state 
access to a large and lucra¬ 
tive agricultural market. 
Communities relying heavi¬ 
ly on agriculture for eco¬ 
nomic growth, such as 
Pendleton County, would 
benefit greatly from 
improved accessibility to 
diverse markets, giving 
them needed options to 
maximize efficiency and 
improving insulation from 
unforeseen market shifts. 

While many of Ken¬ 
tucky’s political leaders have 
expressed support for the 
allowance of growth in the 
hemp market in Kentucky, 
more needs to be done to 
expedite the process of giv¬ 
ing farmers an opportunity 
to join a lucrative market 
that is currently being solely 
utilized by non-U.S. farm¬ 
ers in countries around the 
world.

Areas of row crops and urban and recreational grasses introduce the potential for herbicide, pesticide, and fertilizer use- 
possible non-point source contaminants. Bridges, railroads, ports, waste handlers or generators, and Tier II hazardous chemical users in the area 
introduce the potential for spills or leaks of hazardous materials. Landfills and permitted discharges are relatively high in number for a supply area. 
Other areas of concern include several segments of streams already assessed as having impairments. The complete Source Water Assessment Plan is 
available for review at the Northern Kentucky Area Development District office.

The sources of drinking water (both tap water and bottled water) include rivers, lakes, streams, ponds, reservoirs, springs, and wells. As water travel? 
over the surface of the land or through the ground, it dissolves naturally occurring minerals and, in some cases, radioactive material, and may pick up 
substances resulting from the presence of animals or from human activity. Contaminants that may be present in source water include: Microbial 
contaminants, such as viruses and bacteria, (sewage plants, septic systems, livestock operations, or wildlife). Inorganic contaminants, such as salts 
and metals, (naturally occurring or from stormwater runoff wastewater discharges, oil and gas production, mining, or farming). Pesticides and 
herbicides, (stormwater runoff, agriculture or residential uses). Organic chemical contaminants, including synthetic and volatile organic chemicals, 
(by-products of industrial processes and petroleum production, or from gas stations, stormwater runoff, or septic systems). Radioactive 
contaminants, (naturally occurring or from oil and gas production or mining activities). In order to ensure that tap water is safe to drink, EPA 
prescribes regulations that limit the amount of certain contaminants in water provided by public water systems, FDA regulations establish limits for 
contaminants in bottled water to provide the same protection for public health. 


Some people may be more vulnerable to contaminants in drinking water than the general population. Immuno-compromised persons such as persons 
with cancer undergoing chemotherapy, persons who have undergone organ transplants, people with H1V/A1DS or other immune system disorders, 
some elderly, and infants can be particularly at risk from infections. These people should seek advice about drinking water from their health care 
providers. EPA/CDC guidelines on appropriate means to lessen the risk of infection by Cryptosporidium and other microbial contaminants are 
available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline (800-426-4791), 


Information About Lead: 

if present, elevated levels of lead can cause serious health problems, especially for pregnant women and young children. Lead in drinking water is 
primarily from materials and components associated with service lines and home plumbing. Your local public water system is responsible for 
providing high quality drinking water, but cannot control the variety of materials used in plumbing components. When your water has been sitting for 
several hours, you can minimize the potential for lead exposure by Hushing your tap for 30 seconds to 2 minutes before using water for drinking or 
cooking. If you are concerned about lead in your water, you may wish to have your water tested. Information on lead in drinking water, testing 
methods, and steps you can take to minimize exposure is available from the Safe Drinking Water Hotline or at httpyAvww.epa.gov/safewater/lead.

Maximum Contaminant Ltvd (MCL) - the highest level of a contaminant that is allowed in drinking water. MCLs are set as close to the MCLGs as feasible using 
the best available treatment technology 

Maximum Contaminant Level Goal (MCLG) - the level of a contaminant in drinking water below which there is no known or expected risk to health MCLGs allow 
for a margin of safety. 

Maximum Residual Disinfectant Level (MRDL) - the highest level of a disinfectant allowed in drinking water. There is convincing evidence that addition of a 
disinfectant is necessary for control of microbial contaminants

However, turbidity can provide a medium for microbial 
growth. Turbidity is monitored because it is a good indicator of the effectiveness of the filtration system. 

Variances Sc Exemptions (V&£) - State or EPA permission not to meet an MCL or a treatment technique under certain conditions. 

Action Level (AL) - the concentration of a contaminant which, if exceeded, triggers treatment or other requirements that a water system shall follow. 

Treatment Technique (TT) - a required process intended to reduce fee level of a contaminant in drinking water.

2014 and our records show that the documentation and certifications were submitted to Division of Water on 6/6/2014. However, either during the 
compilation, sending, or receiving of the certification package, the public notification certification page was misplaced and we received a violation 
for not certifying the public notifications. The missing documentation and certification page has been rc-submittcd.

Helpful tips for a well-behaved dog 


Get your dog from nui¬ 
sance to neighborly. 

There's a reason why 
they are called fur babies. 
From tiny puppies to large 
hounds, Americans take 
serious pride in canine 
family members. In fact, 
according to the American 
Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals 
(ASPCA) there are about 
70-80 million dogs in 
homes across the country. 
And although they may be 
a more-than-welcome 
addition to the family, they 
may not receive such a 
warm welcome from the 
neighborhood - leaving 
owners to wonder what 
might be causing some 
hairs to stick up on end. 
The answer could be sim¬ 
ple: poor social etiquette. 

No one likes to consid¬ 
er their dog as a source of 
disruption in the commu¬ 
nity. While enjoying relax¬ 
ing evening walks together 
or playing in the backyard, 
people may never consider 
the behavior of their dog 
to be a problem, especially 
if its disposition is friendly 
around people. But if 
watched closely, they may 
notice he or she is coming 
across as a nuisance - 
meaning it might be time 
to correct behavioral issues 
such as barking, jumping 
or not staying when 
instructed. 

If you feel like your lit¬ 
tle pup could cause a com¬ 
motion in the neighbor¬ 
hood, don't fret! There are 
tools and steps to follow 
that will help take your 
dog from bothersome to 
beloved. 

Barking 

Oftentimes, the most 
disruptive action by a dog 
is also the hardest to con¬ 
trol: barking. From sound¬ 
ing the alarm to separation 
anxiety, dogs use barking 
as an alert system. But it 
also is known as one of the 


most common causes for 
frustration among neigh¬ 
bors. To get barking under 
control, consider the fol¬ 
lowing training tips: 

• First, identify the fac¬ 
tors surrounding your 
dog's barking. Is it more 
common during the day or 
at night? Are there triggers 
nearby such as people, ani¬ 
mals or machines? Accord¬ 
ing to the ASPCA, some 
barking issues can be 
resolved by removing prob¬ 
lematic objects or noises. If 
the problem can't be fixed 
by removing objects, have 
your dog checked to make 
sure that he or she isn't suf¬ 
fering from a health issue. 

• Using tools and prop¬ 
er training together is often 
the best way to bring bark¬ 
ing under control. Prod¬ 
ucts that feature audible 
deterrents are oftentimes a 
good way to stop incessant 
yapping from a dog. 

• To efficiently handle a 
barking problem, be sure 
to begin correctly training 
your dog while using a 
bark deterrent. First, never 
encourage or reward a dog 
for barking. If your dog 
barks compulsively, try 
"quiet" training. Allow the 
dog to bark initially, then 
instruct him or her to 
"quiet" and hold its snout 
for a few seconds. If the 
dog remains quiet after you 
let go, give it a treat as a 
reward. Not all dogs are 
the same, so training bark 
control can be difficult. 
However, with enough 
positive reinforcement 
excessive barking can be 
quelled. 

Jumping 

Does your dog jump on 
strangers? If instructed to 
stop, does he or she listen? 
Jumping and tackling can 
be perceived as aggressive 
behaviors and can give off 
the appearance that you 
might not have complete 
control of your dog. How¬ 


ever, unlike barking, 
bouncing or jumping is 
even more controllable by 
training. If the problem 
exists with your pup, the 
ASPCA provides the fol¬ 
lowing tips to correct the 
problem: 

• In order to success¬ 
fully train your dog to 
interact with other people, 
you need to train him or 
her one-on-one first. When 
greeted by your jumping 
dog, keep calm. The more 
excited you are, the more 
excited your dog will be. If 
it begins to jump, do not 
reach out to pet or stroke 
the dog. Instead, keep your 
eyes raised to avoid eye 
contact and keep your 
arms and hands away until 
the dog keeps its front feet 
on the ground. 

• Once the canine has 
calmed and is standing on 
four feet, immediately 
reach out to show affec¬ 
tion. This will emphasize 
the importance of staying 
down when greeting, if the 
dog becomes excited and 
begins jumping again, 
restart the process. 

• If initial training tips 
don't help, or if training 
takes a while, it's impor¬ 
tant to keep your dog on a 
short leash while interact¬ 
ing with other people. 
Products like comfortable 
no-jump dog harnesses 
work well in keeping con¬ 
trol over your pup and will 
help other people feel more 
comfortable around your 
dog. In addition, always 
keep treats on hand to 
encourage your dog to stay 
calm and by your side. 

Staying 

If your dog doesn't have 
a jumping or barking 
problem, he might have a 
problem with running free. 
Between the front yard, 
backyard and entire neigh¬ 
borhood, there's just so 
much to see! But this can 
be extremely invasive and 


bothersome to other neigh¬ 
bors. If your dog common¬ 
ly attempts to break free 
during a walk or run, or 
tries to get loose from the 
yard or house, try the fol¬ 
lowing steps to control the 
behavior: 

• According to the 
ASPCA, the hardest to 
achieve but most effective 
training tip to control your 
dog when it attempts to 
run or chase is establishing 
a call that works. To train 
your dog, simply practice 
the specific call repeatedly 
for as long as it takes until 
the dog begins to adapt. 
Each time you make the 
call toward your dog, 
reward him or her with a 
treat to set firm expecta¬ 
tions that coming when 
called is a positive thing. 
Try practicing this training 
exercise while on a walk. If 
your dog begins to wander, 
simply pat your legs and 
call it for a treat to set 
expectations that your dog 
should stick close to you 
when outside. Keeping a 
training tool with you can 
also be handy in case your 
dog decides to ignore a 
command or call. 

• If your dog is attempt¬ 
ing to break free from an 
enclosed area such as a 
backyard, ensure that your 
fence is an appropriate 
height, that there are no 
gaps in the fence and that 
your dog isn't prone to 
digging to escape. Practice 
the same training tips to 
calmly control your dog 
and remember - it might 
take some time! 

• If nothing else works, 
and if time allows, tire out 
your pup with extensive 
play time! An under stimu¬ 
lated dog can get extremely 
antsy, but enough activity 
will help to reduce the urge 
to break free when out in 
public. You'll have a good 
time, and your pup will 
too.

Butler City Council holds meeting 


Dairy Farmers focus on cow care 
and milk quality result in better milk

Cincinnati Bell Vice 
President of Consumer 
and AMB Product Opera¬ 
tions Mark Fahner present¬ 
ed a request to the Butler 
City Council to allow a 
video franchise at the June 
1 Butler City Council 
meeting. Cincinnati Bell’s 
Fioptics service would pro¬ 
vide internet service and 
cable. The initial set up 
will take about two years. 
Fahner said he would 
report back with additional 
information. 

Attorney Bob Bathalter 
reported that letters had 
been sent for delinquent 
tax payments. It was decid¬ 
ed to send a letter to all 
persons concerned explain¬ 
ing the real possibility of a 
law suite if payment is 
received. 

The council agreed to 
start charging more for 
water and sewer service to 
people outside the city lim¬ 
its and to look into what 
other municipalities are 
charging. Approximately 
one third of all households 
in Butler are in arrears on 
water bill payment and the 


Mayor McElfresh request¬ 
ed that a committee be 
formed to look into each 
case to determine who has 
a genuine problem. All 
others are to be turned off. 

A tree on lot 125 needs 
to be removed and Mayor 
McElfresh said if it was on 
city property the city 
would remove it. 

Butler will borrow a 
cannon to help alleviate 
the buzzard problem. A 
letter will be sent to all 
residents warning about 
the noise from the cannon 
and when it will go off. 

McElfresh said a sewer 
project will cost $19,000, 
$13,000 of which will be 
provided by Pendleton 
County Fiscal Court. 
McElfresh will also be 
going to Frankfort on June 
12 to seek a grant for a 
$50,000 water lines proj¬ 
ect. 

McElfresh reported that 
the Fourth of July fire¬ 
works festival will be July 
3 with July 5 as a rain date. 
$300 was approved to pay 
for insurance and $2,500 
to pay for fireworks. $750 
in donations has been col¬ 
lected. The council agreed 


that all rides will be free 
and that vendors will not 
be charged to set up 
booths. All proceeds from 
the festival are to be put 
into upgrading the city 
park. 

The first reading of the 
2015-16 budget was heard 
and the second reading will 
be July 8. 

McElfresh read a 
request from Judy Wright 
for a donation to help with 
the city garden project. 
The council agreed to pro¬ 
vide $100. 

The council agreed to 
allow the group AHEAD 
to use the community cen¬ 
ter two days a week to 
work with children to 
build self esteem. 

The council agreed to 
seek bids for black topping 
pot holes on city streets. 

McElfresh asked to hire 
an operator to expedite the 
process of getting financial 
and budget information on 
the new computer system 
and requested that a cash 
register be purchased to 
keep track of money going 
in and out of the city. After 
that, the meeting was 
adjourned.

That means it doesn’t work, 
and you will get more of the 
behaviors that you are try¬ 
ing to get rid of. Introduc¬ 
ing, modeling, and reinforc¬ 
ing positive social behavior 
is an important part of a 
student’s educational expe¬ 
rience. Teaching behavioral 
expectations and rewarding 
students for following them 
is a much more positive and 
more effective approach 
than waiting for misbehav¬ 
ior to occur before respond¬ 
ing.

What is Lyme disease? 


Part 2 

Lyme disease is a poten¬ 
tially serious bacterial infec¬ 
tion, transmitted through the 
bite of certain species of ticks. 
The disease affects humans 
and a wide range of animals 
including pets and livestock. 
Lyme disease manifests itself 
in many ways and if left 
untreated may progress 
through several stages. The 
disease is difficult to diagnose 
clinically because early symp¬ 
toms often mimic the flu 
(i.e., fatigue, headache, stiff¬ 
ness or pain in neck, muscles 
or joints, fever, or swollen 
glands). The most definitive 
early symptom is a gradually 
expanding circular or oval¬ 
shaped red rash. This rash 
only develops in about 70% 
of infected individuals, how¬ 
ever, and may be overlooked. 

Persons who experience 
any of the above-mentioned 
symptoms after being bitten 
by a tick (or having spent 
time in tick-infested areas), 
should consult a physician 
immediately. Lyme disease 
can be treated successfully in 
these early stages with antibi¬ 
otics. As the disease progress¬ 
es, it becomes more difficult 
to manage. Later symptoms 
of infection may include 
heart and neurological disor¬ 
ders, and arthritis. 

How can I tell if the tick I 
just removed is capable of 
transmitting Lyme disease? 

The two tick species 
which are most common in 
Kentucky are the American 
dog tick and the lone star 
tick. Neither has been shown 
to transmit Lyme disease. 
The adults of these species 
are comparatively large, being 
about the size of a pencil 
eraser. Adult ticks of the vari¬ 
ety most often responsible for 
transmitting Lyme disease 
(e.g., Ixodes dammini), are 
considerably smaller - adults 
are about the size of the head 
of a pin. 

Therefore, if the tick that 
was found is pencil eraser-size 
larger, its probably an

American dog tick or lone 
star tick and, consequently, 
not a vector of Lyme disease. 

Definitive tick identifica¬ 
tion, however, requires the 


expertise of an entomologist. 
Immature stages of lone star 
and Ixodes ticks are both 
extremely small (about the 
size of a sesame seed), and are 
easily mistaken for one 
another. 

It should be noted that 
ticks capable of transmitting 
Lyme disease must be 
attached for at least 24 hours 
for infection to occur. A per¬ 
son cannot become infected 
simply by having a tick crawl 
over their skin or clothing. 

Just how prevalent is 
Lyme disease in Kentucky? 

Fifty-one cases of Lyme 
disease were reported to the 
Kentucky Department of 
Health Services during 1985- 
90. Forty-four additional 
cases were reported in 1991. 
It is unclear how many of 
these infections actually 
resulted from tick bites 
received in Kentucky, since 
many of the victims had pre¬ 
viously visited or lived in 
other states where Lyme dis¬ 
ease occurs. Agencies within 
our state also are surveying 
for ticks and animal hosts 
infected with the Lyme dis¬ 
ease bacterium (Borrelia 
burgdorferi). Neither the 
American dog tick nor lone 
star tick (the two most com¬ 
mon ticks in Kentucky) 
appears to be a vector of the 
disease. And to this point, 
none of the proven tick vec¬ 
tors of Lyme disease (Ixodes 
spp.) have been found.

Students from Pendleton and Harrison 
Counties participate in “Ag Reality” 


Pendleton and Harrison 
Counties participated in the 
two-day event of the Ag 
Reality on May 4 and 6. 

The first day involved a 
two-hour classroom portion 
where high school agricul¬ 
ture students were taught 
soil maps, budget sheets 
and loan criteria. 

The second day of this 
two-part program had stu¬ 
dents from both counties 
meeting at the Harrison 
County Extension Office 
for a full day of “Ag Reali¬ 
ty.” This operates similar to 
the popular “Reality Store” 
in that students visit booths 
set up with vendors and 
pricing scenarios. However, 
the more intense “Ag Reali¬ 
ty” provides students with a 
farm, family and salary and 
requires students to 
research, visit vendors’ spe¬ 
cific to their farming 
endeavors and use budget 
sheets to decide how they 
want to farm their opera¬ 
tion. 

The vendors for this 
event consisted of business 
men and women who actu¬ 
ally work at the company 
they were representing with 


a few fill-ins to make sure 
all enterprises were covered. 
Students spent up to 10 or 
15 minutes with vendors 
discussing options and try¬ 
ing to make their farming 
operation a success and like 
real life, many students 
revisited vendors after talk¬ 
ing with competitors or 
making farming adjust¬ 
ments.

Warm season grasses provide grazing all summer 


Cool season grasses such 
as tall fescue, orchardgrass, 
bluegrass and timothy are 
Kentucky’s primary forage 
grasses. They are productive 
in spring and fall, but 
become semi-dormant and 
not very productive during 
summer. Some warm season 
perennial grasses such as Big 
Bluestem, Switchgrass and 
Indiangrass have the poten¬ 
tial to provide a good supply 
of forage during summer 
months. 

Most warm season grass¬ 
es can be grown on a wide 


Summer camp and sweet and sour dressing 


range of soils. They are not 
very demanding in relation 
to soil fertility, but respond 
to fertilization. Avoid areas 
that flood or have poor 
internal drainage. Seeding 
these grasses is often more 
difficult than seeding com¬ 
mon cool season grasses. 
The seeds are very light and 
fluffy which makes it diffi¬ 
cult to get them through 
seeders. Drills are available 
that are especially equipped 
to handle fluffy seeds. Using 
these drills is the best option. 

To fully establish these 
species takes a year. Mowing 
during, the first summer to 
control weeds is needed. Do 


not mow closer then six 
inches. These grasses don’t 
tolerate shade very well, so 
mowing tall weeds, espe¬ 
cially broadleaf weeds, 
reduces seedling competi¬ 
tion during stand establish¬ 
ment. 

A good stand of warm 
season perennial grass 
should last indefinitely if 
managed properly. These 
stands should be managed 
to give them a competitive 
advantage over weeds and 
cool season grasses. Manage¬ 
ment should include rota¬ 
tional grazing and leaving 
six to eight inch stubble in 
the fall. Begin grazing at 12 


to 18 inches and don’t graze 
shorter than six inches. Stop 
grazing by mid-September. 

In summary, warm sea¬ 
son grasses are somewhat 
more difficult to establish 
and require more mainte¬ 
nance, but these difficulties 
can be overcome. These 
grasses can supply grazing 
for livestock during the 
summer when most cool 
season forages are least pro¬ 
ductive. This can be critical 
during very dry years.

Examples of topics include 
“sharing God’s love with 
others” and “looking to 
God when facing difficul¬ 
ties.” During my youth 
years this is something I 
always looked forward to. 
Since I married I still enjoy 
being there. An allotted 
time is also given for a hymn 
singing as well as a period 
for questions and answers. 
The weekend is intended to 
be a time of spiritual refresh¬ 
ment and encouragement: 
no games or entertainment 
are scheduled throughout 
the weekend, this is a time 
meant for reflection. The 
event is an enjoyable time of 
fellowship and spiritual 
renewal for everyone. 

The guests begin arriv¬ 
ing on Friday afternoon. 
First everyone signs in, fills 
out name tags and then set¬ 


tles their belongings into 
the room assigned to them 
in one of the dorms. With 
the boys dorms on one side 
of the shower houses and 
the ladies and staff on the 
other, sufficient privacy is 
granted to everyone. 

Cooking is a major 
undertaking on a weekend 
like this. Us church ladies 
are always assigned to bring 
certain dishes. Some of the 
visiting youth also bring 
items along such as cakes, 
cookies, pies, etc.

“They probably had to start 
all over and make a new 
batch of dressing,” I wor¬ 
ried.

I’ll be filling 
you in on details of our 
cooking experiences at the 
Crest Haven Family Center 
a couple of years ago. 

How about trying out 
our family favorite dressing 
recipe? And let me assure 
you, no yogurt is needed in 
this recipe! 

Daniel’s opinion of this 
dressing is the same as my 
Dad’s always was: to them 
it’s not really worth eating a 
salad if you don’t have 
homemade sweet and sour 
salad dressing to go with it. 
As a young girl I made 
countless batches of it. It 
has a long shelf life when 
kept in the refrigerator so I 
like making large batches of 
it. It can be used in many 
ways. Julia likes using it as a 
dip for her veggies it also 
adds a tasty tang when driz¬ 
zled over casseroles. 

For this week’s recipe I 
often replace the vegetable 
oil with olive oil and use less 
sugar and add a bit of Stevia 
as a replacement.
